10. The death of an officer or soldier may 


be proved by satisfactory evidence, and if 
such officer or soldier should die aft«r the de- 
claration liled at the Pension office, but be- 
fore tho issuing of the warrants, it shall be 
competent for tho widow, or if there be no 
widow, for the minor children to apply for 
the said warrant and receive the same, on fil- 
ing the necessary proofs of title. 


Less than 8000 land Warrants were issued 


prior to November. 100,000 applications have 
been received, and from 500 to 1000 new ap- 
plications are made daily. From 1000 to 1,- 
200 warrants are issued weekly, but it will 
take tnore than a year and a half to dispose of 
the claims already received.

attended to in the order of application.

BKWAKE OF EATING RED WAFERS.—A 


Coroner's jury, in London, lately held an in- 
quest on the body of a child 9 years old, who 
came to his death in the following manner:—

they tastud them, and subsequently ate some. 
All the lads were taken ill; and the deceased,

toms of tho boy's illness were those which or- 
dinarily follow poisoning by (hat metal. 
The 


jury returned a verdict of" accidental death," 
with an admonition to the tradesman from 
whose shop the wafers had been incautiously 
swept.

FOREIGNERS IN BOSTON.—The " Sanito- 


ry Commission" of Massachusetts have made 
a report which contains several curious facts 
in regard to the relative condition and growth 
of the foreign and native population in tho 
city of Boston: 


The increase of the foreign population in 


the five years since 1845, is 26,031, ngainst a 
decrease of 1879 native. 
Showing that for- 


eigners have actually crowded the natives be- 
yond the city limits. 


The births in Boston in 1849 were 62 per 


cent, foreign and 38 per cent, native, altho' 
the^ratio Of population was 4G foreign to 54 
native. 


The Boston 'Society for the Prevention of 


Pauperism has received in the past five years. 
application for employment from 15,097 fe- 
males, of whom 14,044 were foreigners, and 
out of 8,602 male applicants, 5,034 were for- 
eigners. 
' 


The whole number of foreign paupers in 


the State in 1838, was 2,765. The increase 
in ten years wus two hundred and sixty-eight 
per cent. 


In 1849 the deaths by cholera in Boston, 


were 707, of whom 572 were foreigners. 


The whole number of persons who died in 


Boston in 1849, was 5,07», of whom 2,982 
were foreigners—being 59 foreign to 41 na- 
tive, in a population of 46 foreign to 54 native.
